2. The production of fine nickel wire at Kabelwerk-Koepnick had virtually reached 
a standstill by 15 December 1951, because no order for 1952 had arrived. The 
Russian order for fine nickel wire from Kabelwerk Koepenick for 1951, amounting 
to 31 tons, was filled by 1 November 1951. At that time, Kabelwerk Koepenick 
applied to both the DDR Office and the Russian Office for Reparations for 
information concerning a new order. As of 15 December, the new order had not 
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arrived. On 1 November, approximately .3 tons of fine nickel wire were in 
storage at the Kabelwerk - Koepenick; during November, Kabelwerk-Koepenick 
produced approximately 1.l, tons and, as of 15 December, an additional ton 

had been produced. These 2.7 tons of fine nickel wire were still in storage 

at the Kabelwerk-Koepenick on 15 December. No deliveries of fine nickel 

wire from the Kyepenick plant to Tewa-Neustadt had taken place since 1 November. 
On 16 November, Tewa~Neustadt had 9 tons of unwoven nickel wire in stock 

‘and informed Kabelwerk-Koepenick that it could accept no further delivery 

of nickel wire before the end of January 1952.
